PETROLEUM IN ALTA. 


The following is from the report of 
the director of petroleum and natural 
gas as contained in the annual report 
of the Department of Lands and Mines 
of the Province of Alberta for the 
fiscal year ended March 31, 1982: 


To control the development and pro- 
duction of pefroleum and natural gas, 
the Dominion government promul- 
gated in 1901 regulations relating to 
the prospecting and development of 
these minerals, Later and during 
1922 the regulations were revised and 
added to, the additions being found 
necessary in accordance with im- 
proved oil and gas development tech- 
nique. 

Unfortunately, the Dominion contro! 
regulat.ons could not be enforced on 
any lands granted as subsidy or on 
the short form of patent and any rec- 
ognition of these regulations by pros- 
pectors and operators with respect to 
these particular lands has been there- 
fore a matter of purely voluntary co-! 
operation, 


By the transfer to Alberta, in 1930, 
of all land and natural resources, 
Dominion rights ceased and _ their 


regulations became ineffective, mak- 
ing it necessary for this province to 
create a supervisory staff and pro- 
mulgate regulations. The transfer of 
all rights to the province of Alberta! 
actually took place on the first of 
October, 1930, but some months 
elapsed before the necessary provin- 
cial organization was created. 


The head office of the Petroleum 
and Natural Gas Division is centred 
in Edmonton and was started with a 
staff of eight, which included the 
director, At this office records of all 
drilling operations, oil and gas pro- 
duction statements and other con- 
tributory data are received, checked 
and recorded for statistical and other 
requirements. A further internal duty 
and one of the greatest importance is 
the examination of all geological sam- 
ples recovered during the drilling of 
wells; such samples have to be care- 
fully washed, dried and examined un- 
der the microscope, the findings being 
recorded for correlation and compari- 
son purposes. During the year, 9,159 
samples were examined 


and the re- 
sults made available to the individual 
and interested operators, 

Special visits were made to many 
of the locations of abandoned wells. 
In particular a careful survey was 
undertaken in the Peace Rver area 
and at all sites where drilling had 
been done in proximity to the Edmon- 
ton-Peace River road. During the 
year a total of 1,801 inspections was 
earried out by the members of the 
different offices. Of these, S42 were 
special cases arising from water shut- 
off tests or the necessity of control- 
ling faulty drilling work. The ma- 
jority of the inspections were made in 
the vicinity of Calgary. where the 
greatest number of operating wells in 
the province are located. The other 
inspections totalled 363. but as these 
were all in locations widely separated 
and in different and frequently re- 
mote parts of the province, consider- 
ably more time was taken to inspect 
this small number than was necessary 
for those in the Calgary district. 


At headquarters, over and above 
the examination of samples and the 
rearrangement of records, the staff 


prepared a complete schedule of all, 
wells drilled in the province respect- 
ing which authentic data could be ob-! 
tained. The publication is now avail- 
able for issue to all bona fide opera- 
tors and as it includes summarized 
geological and other information | 
should undoubtedly prove of great 
assistance in future operations, | 

There was also prepared a peg 
model of the Turner Valley area show- 
ing all sub-surface geological details 
and giving to scale for the first time 
in practical and convincing form the 
exact conditions underground as dis- 
closed from the examination of strata 
samples recovered during the drilling 
of wells. 

The occasion is opportune to detail 
the necessity of a government control 
over all oil and gas operations in the 
province. Up to the end of 1926 close 
on 500 wells were drilled, many of 
these at widely separated points, 
within the limits of the province. The 
data on record relating to the ma- 
jority of these tests is very scant, but 
in most cases oil and gas indications 
are iecorded as having been noticed 
during the drilling. Discounting many 
of these reported indications as in- 
significant and possibly in some cases 
questionable, there still would remain 
a large number which might have led 
to the development of commercial 
fields, 

Prior to 1926, close government 
supervision of this important branch 
or division of the natural resources 
had not long been instituted, with the 
result that many of the prospecting 
wels, above cited, were drilled in a 
water-logged condition, Water in the 
greatest enemy to the efficient de- 
velopment of oil and gas and when

The records show that 
in all of the wells oil and gas was 
encountered in varying quantity, but 
owing to the surface water not hav- 
ing been properly excluded from the 
wells, also the latter being drilled too 
deeply without necessary cementation 
of casings, there is now a whole series 
of wells flowing water, oil and gas, 
where, had the prospecting been done 
under a competent and strict super- 
vision, there would possibly have been 


today in operation a vast number of 
productive oil wells, 
The danger of damage from sur- 


face water in the Turner Valley, al- 


though not great, would nevertheless 
have had a serious effect on the de- 
velopment of that area had not the 


Dominion government, through the 
Department of the Interior, installed 
in Calgary a supervisory staff which 
strictly controlled all wells and com- 
pelled operators to cement off the 
surface water. It is greatly to be re- 
eretted that the powers of this staff 
were limited and could not be ex- 
tended to the control of gas wastage. 


The number of waste gas flares 
burning continuously in the Turner 
Valley has averaged seventy and 
eighty. 


Oil and gas being migratory min- 
erals and encountered under varying 
pressures —— mostly very high when 
first discovered—would, if subject to 
uncontrolled development, soon be 
dissipated and irretrievably lost by 
careless development. The afore- 


i 
mentioned Dominion regulations being 


ineffective on non-crown lands, per- 
mitted Turner Valley operators on 
alienated lands full libert, to carry on 
uncontrolled development by drilling 
wells on their lease boundaries, This 
procedure compelled the lease-owner 
of adjoining vights to also. drill offset 
wells in order that he should receive 
some benefit from his equity before 
it would be all drained by the neigh- 
boring well or wells, It must also be 
eppreciated that this form of develop- 
ment not only created a loss to the 
lease-owner but also to the state 
treasury, as every barrel of oil re- 
covered from alienated land repre- 
sented and represents a partial loss 
to the state, no government royalty 
assessment being levied on non-Crown 
lands, 

A world outstanding example of this 
kind of uneontrolied development 
existed in the Turner Valley area 


when the province took over the na-/ 


tural resources, To deal with the 
waste gas problem, the provincial 
government, however, was  handi- 
capped at the outset owing to a lack 
of experienced personnel to prepare 
provincial regulations and compile 


the necessary data respecting the 
enormous daily waste that was tak- 
ing place. Immediately all material 


gas based on present requirements

operators and others interested in 
that area, This refers particularly to 
the shutting off of crude oil, which is 
found in three different horizons at 
depths very much shallower than that 
where the naphtha carrying gas is 
met in the limestone, These crude 
oil-bearing sands have been noted in 
the examinations of strata samples 
from all wells on structure, and it is 
further well known that in excluding 
erude oil from the wells, particularly 
with percussive drilling tools, great 
difficulty has been encountered dur- 
ine the drilling of the wells. Any

statement that they were not com- 
mer ially productive. Operators, have 
failed to appreciate that there are 
three wells in the area which have 
continuously produced crude oil since 
1927-1928. The oil in question is very 
high grade in quality, and if the 
sands are developed these will un- 
doubtedly prove highly remunerative 
and more lasting in productivity than 
it is possible to anticipate from the 
naptha carrying gas. With gas con- 
servation in practice, it should be 
hoped that operators would turn their 
attention to these crude oil horizons 
and establish the Turner Valley as 
an actual oil producing area, 

Partly on account of conservation, 
but principally for administration rea- 
sons in accordance with the require- 
ments of paragraphs (a) and (b) of 
Section 18 of the Petroleum and Na- 
tural Gas Regulations (0.C, 669-31), 
it was found necessary to delimit the 
Turner Valley as being commercially 
productive, the area delimited being 
determined in a Ministerial Order 
dated the 10th of July, 1931. 

The administration of the new Pro- 
vincial Petroleum and Natural Gas 
Operating Regulations made effective 
by Order-in-council of the 10th of 
July, 1931, when applied has been car- 
ried out with the fullest co-operation 
of the operators, and there has been 
no occasion when it was necessary to 
refer any points in dispute for deci- 
sion to senior authority. 

During the year development in the 
Province has been further handicap- 
ped by the world depression and the 
large stocks of oil held in storage in 
other oil producing countries, the ef- 
fect of the latter being to reduce the 
market value of all oil produced loc- 
ally. Latterly the rates paid at Alber- 
ta wells have slightly increased, and 
this may be an indication of a gene- 
ral improvement from which a renew- 
ed interest in the oil and gas poten- 
tialties of the Province may be ex- 
peeted,
